WASHINGTON, March 15 
‘.AP)—The Supreme Court today 


refused to let Alabama and 
Rhode Island file suits challeng- 
ing last year’s congressional act 
conceding title to oil-rich sub-:

The 6-2 decision brought from 
Justice Douglas a dissent in 
which he declared that “today 
powerful political forces are 
marshaled to wipe out our prior 
decisions” and to work “for the 
benefit of a favored few.” 
Alabama and Rhode Island 
sought to file their suit over 
the submerged lands act direct- 
ly with the Supreme Court. 
The two states, in seeking to 
challenge validity of a 1953 act, 


CARACAS, March 15 (AP)— |

Guatemalan Foreign Minister 
Guillermo Toriello repeated the 
accusation before the confer- 
political-juridiceal com- 
mittee in explaining his vote 
Saturday against a United States 
resolution warning Communism 
to stay clear of the Western 
Hemisphere. | 
Guatemala, whose government , 
has been accused by the United | 
States State Department of per- | 
mitting Communist infiltration, 
cast the only dissenting vote. 
Mexico and Argentina abstained. 
The other 16 Latin American 
nations attending the conference 
lined up with the United States. 
Toriello’s attack was part of 
a double Guatemalan move 
against the United States. The 
Central American government 
also introduced a series of eco- 
nomic resolutions, several of 
which appeared aimed directly 
at the United Fruit Co. of Bos- 


ton, Mass. This company holds, 
large tracts of land in Guate- 
mala for banana-growing and 
other agricultural production. 

Neither the resolutions nor 
Toriello mentioned the United 
States by name but there was 
no doubt what nation he was 
referring to in his speech. He 
said Guatemala voted against 
the United States resolution 
since it was submitted “precise- 
ly with the object of seeking 
continental support for inter- 
vening in the internal affairs 
of an American country.” 

Uruguay also urged the dele- 
gates to approve its resolution 
designed to protect the Ameri- 
can republics against all forms 
of totalitarianism. Uruguayan 
delegate Justino Jimenez de 
Arechaga said declarations 
against i ational Commu- 
nism would not suffice to pro- 
tect democracy in the New 
World. 

Toriello’s speech put the spot- 
light back on the conference’s 
political committee, which held 
th> center of the stage most of 
last week. It had previo

Six Decisions Cited. 


The unsigned opinion, known 
as “per curiam” opinion, cited 
six previous Supreme Court de- 
cisions and gave various quota- 
support of its ho etitl 

The court's vote was 6-2. Jus- 
tices Black and Douglas wrote 
separate dissenting opinions. 
Chief Justice Warren disquali- 
fied himself. Warren gave no 
reason, but presumably it was 
beca of his interest, while 
governor of California, in get- 
ting Congress to enact the 1953 
Submerged Lands Act. 

With Black and Douglas op- 
posed and Warren disqualified, 
the majority was made up of 


Justices Reed, Frankfurter, 
Jackson, Burton, Clark and 
Minton. 


Suit by Arkansas. 


Today’s decision may not fin- 
ally dispose of the issue. Ar- 
kansas has pending in a lower 
Federal court here a suit which 
challenges the right of coastal 
states to the submerged oil and 
the impounded funds. 

Today's majority opinion 
cited previous decisions in 
which it pointed out that the 
Constitution provides that “the 
Congress shall have power to 
‘dispose of and make ali needful 
rules and regulations respecting 
the territory and other prop- 
erty belonging to the United 
States.” : 

The opinion then asserted: 

“The power over the public 
land and thus entrusted to Con- 
gress is without limitation.” 

The opinion referred to an- 
other earlier decision in which 
it was stated: “and it is not for 
the courts to say how that trust 
shall be administered. That is 
for Congress to determine.” 

The majority opinion recalled 
an earlier decision affecting the 
Midwest Oil Co., and noted the 
high tribunal said at that time: 

“For it must be borne in mind 
that Congress not only has a 
legislative power over the pub- 
lic domain, but it also exercises 
the powers of the proprietor 
therein. 

“Congress may deal with such 
lands precisely as a pfivate in- 
dividual may deal with his farm-

WASHINGTON, March 15 
(UP)—Secretary of the Army 
Robert T. Stevens said today 
draft calls in the. year starting 
July 1 will run at a rate of about 
25,000 monthly. 

Stevens also told a Senate 
Military Appropriations subcom- 
mittee that it will be necessary 


of more than 600,000 men. Dur- 
ing the fiscal year starting July 
1, Stevens said the Army will 
have to draft nearly 300,000 men. 
“This we shall do at the rate 
of approximately 25,000 men a 
month,” he said. 

Draft calls have been running 
at the rate of 18,000 men month- 
ly for the past several months. 
Starting next July, however, the 
Army enters a year of heavy 
personne! turnover necessitating 
higher draft calls.

Dillon, long active in Demo- 
cratic politics, was indicted last 
November on charges of filing 
“false and fraudulent returns.” 
The indictment, in two counts, 
said he attempted to evade pay- 
mént of $1779 in 1950 and 1951. 

Gross income of $1526, on 
which he paid $32, was reported 
by Dillon in 1950, it was alleged, 
while he should have paid $189 
on an actual gross income of 
$2526. For 1951, the indictment 
said, he paid $1642 on a report- 
ed income of $8022 when he 
should have paid $3264 on an 
actual income of $12.656. 

First Government witness was 
Ernest Flinn, assistant district 
director of the Internal Revenue 
Service, who testified Dillon has 
now paid $7740 in taxes, penal- 
ties and interest due on 1950 
and 1951 income.

Germaine Peyrolles, a 
wartime heroine and member of 
the Catholic Popular Republican 
movement, polled a majority of 
12,437 votes over Andre Stil, 
top-flight Communist and editor 
of the Communist newspaper 
L’Humanite. 

The eampaign, in the Seine- 
et-Oise department which 6ur- 
rounds Paris and includes su- 
preme Allied headquarters, was 
fought chiefly on. the issues of 
the European army and German 
rearmanent. The results were 
regarded as a major defeat for 
the Communists since the de- 
partment has been a Red strong- 
hold. 

Mme. Peyrolles’s victory yes- 
terday strengthened support for 
the European army which would 
include a rearmed West Ger- 
many, and observers believed it 
would bolster any moves Pre- 
mier Laniel might make to get 
the treaty ratified. The treaty 
has been up for ratification for 
three years. 

Opponents of the’ European 
army under which West Ger- 
many would contribute troops 
to a European Defense Commu- 
nity laid wreaths on monuments 
to war dead yesterday as the 
voting started. 7 Cal 

Mme Peyrolles polled 138,394 
votes and Sti] 125,957 of the 
294,036 votes cast. A total of 
454,876 persons were eligible to 
vote and &5 per cent turned out. 
The other votes went to Social- 
ist Paul Mazurier. 

The Sunday voting was actu- 
ally a runoff, In voting on Feb. 
28, Stil received 97,837 votes 
and Mme. Peyrolles 29,010. But 
the voting was split among many 
candidates, most of whom with- 
drew before yesterday's voting. 
A- majority is necessary for 
election. 

Veteran political observers 
had given Stil better than an 
even chance to win the parlia- 
mentary seat.

Gen. Henry D. Linscott, 
president of the court, said it 
would consider the miass of evi- 
dence and submit its recom- 
mendation to Gen. Lemuel C, 
Shepherd Jr., Marine Corps com- 
mandant. The court's recom- 
mendations will be secret. 

Schwable’s military counsel, 
Col. Paul Sherman, wound up 
his summation for the defense 
by declaring that Schwable vio- 
lated no rule of military conduct 
except one requiring every ef- 
fort to elude capture. 

Sherman said Schwable, after 
being shot down, jeopardized 
“his life, his safety and his ca- 
reer” by going to the help of his 
co-pilot, Maj. Roy Bley, of Ca- 
bool, Mo, 

“May it please the court.” 
Sherman said, “for that act we 
respectfully suggest that he 
should be decorated and deco- 
rated. wilth a medal suspended 
by a blue ribbon!” 

Questioned later by newsmen, 
Sherman would say only that 
both the Medal of Honor and 
the Navy Cross are “suspended 
by a blue ribbon.” 

Earlier, Schwable’s civilian 
counsel, John Pratt, told the 
court its four-week hearing had 
produced “not the slightest scin- 
tilla of evidence that reflects 
unfavorably on Col. Schwable.”

Dulles handed reporters a pre- 
pared statement which said: 

“I am very satisfied with re- 
sults thus far obtained at the 
inter-American conference at 
Caracas. Yesterday the commit- 
tee with only the segative vote 
of Guatemala made a momen- 
tous declaration of principle. In

The-Monroe Doctrine, enunci- 
ated as United States policy in 
the early nineteenth century, 
owed its origin to wars of inde- 
pendence by the Latin American 
countries and the threat of their 
reconquest by European colonial 
powers united in the alliances. 

Lodge With Dulles. 

Dulles’s return flight from 
Venezuela was interrupted by 
weather conditions and he spent 
Saturday night at Langley Air 
Force base near Norfolk, Va. 

Accompanied by Henry Cabot 
Lodge, United States representa- 
tive to the United Nations, he 
landed in Washington at 10:48 
a.m. Sunday. 

The secretary was greeted by 
a small group of friends and 
officials including his sister, Mrs. 
Eleanor Lansing Dulles, an offi- 
* cial whe deals with German 
: affairs in the State Department, 
and Under Secretary of State 
* Walter Bedell Smith. 

The secretary's statement on 
the conference continued: 

“Useful discussions have been 
going on with reference to eco- 
nomic and commercial matters 
and a better understanding will, 
I am confident, come out of the 
conference. We have had good 
results so far, principally be- 
cause we were advocating a 
cause which was good, namely, 
= the integrity and political and 
wa@eonomic well being of this 
hemisphere.” 

The Secretary went on to pay 
tribute to the United States 
delegation, especially Senator 
Hickenlooper (Rep.), Iowa, who 
came back with him and Sena- 
tor Green (Dem.), Rhode Island,

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Monroe’s Words. 

President Monroe, in a mes- 
sage to Congress Dec. 2, 1823, 
said: 

“We owe it... to candor, and 
to the amicable relations exist- 
ing between the United States 
and (European) powers, to de- 
clare that we should consider 
any attempt on their part to 
extend their system to any por- 
tion of this hemisphere as dan- 
@erous to our peace and safety. 

“With the existing colonies or

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view any interposition “for the 
purpose of. oppressing them, or 
controlling in any other manner 
their destiny, by any European 
power, in any other light than 
as the manifestation of un- 
friendly disposition toward the 
United States. ... 

“It is impossible that the 
(European) powers should ex- 
tend their political system to any 
portion of either (American) 
| continent without endangering 
} our peace and happiness; nor 
'‘Can anyone believe that our 
‘southern brethren, if left to 
themselves, would adopt it of 
their own accord.”

Mr. Dulles Wins His Point 

Secretary of State Dulles got exactly what he 
wanted from the Tenth Inter-American Confer- 
ence at Caracas. The republics voted 17 to 1 for 
his anti-Communist resolution, with Guatemala 
opposed and Mexico and Argentina abstaining. 

Now the question is to what practical effect 
this document can be put against Communist in- 
fluences in the New World. The attitude of the 
sister republics, even in accepting it, does not 
indicate sudden or drastic action. 

When the conference opened, Mr. Dulles could 
count on the votes of only four or five nations, 
all dictatorships. Day by day his support was ex- 
panded, but frank dispatches said the United 
States was using “pressure,” apparently mean- 
ing economic bargaining, to get votes. 

Latin America’s reluctance to support the 
Dulles proposal was not caused by any sympathy 
for Communism. These Catholic nations, with 
the exception of Guatemala, have not encour- 
aged the Kremlin’s ideology and some have gone 
further than we in outlawing Red activities. 

But the sister republics are traditionally skep- 
tical of proposals permitting intervention of any 
kind in any place. They have seen intervention 
before. They have seen United States troops in 
Latin nations. And some of the delegates were 
openly amused by the Caracas drama of power- 
ful Uncle Sam turning the conference principal- 
ly against Guatemala. 

Moreover nearly all the neighbor nations are 
much more interested-in their immediate eco- 
nomic difficulties than in Communism. They 
want healthier trade and more aid and invest- 
ment from the United States. They feel that 
improved economies and living conditions will 
combat Communism better than anything else. 

Against this background of mixed feelings and 
even cynical swapping, the American states 
agreed that Communist control of one would be 
a threat to all. Under the 1947 Rio de Janeiro 
treaty, the states could impose sanctions, such 
as an interruption of diplomatic or trade rela- 
tions, on a nation coming under Red control. 

They could do this, however, only by two- 
thirds vote. Thus the United States would not 
find it easy to bring collective- action against 
Communism. It will be necessary to build more 
enthusiasm for direct action than was present 
in Caracas. And the best way to do this is 
through day-by-day relations which clearly illus- 
trate the United States’ friendly desire for the 
well-being of the Latin American peoples. 

Having won his political victory, Mr. Dulles 
returned to Washington just as it was the turn 
of the Latin American delegations to do the 
talking in Caracas. What they want to talk 
about is economics. If an economic conference 
is called soon, it will be our turn to listen and 
to show a positive interest in the sister republics 
and their living standards. 

These nations have now accepted our doctrine 
of anti-Communism. But United States policy in 
other fields will help determine whether hemi- 
spheric support of that doctrine is as pointed as

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3.671,000—More or Less 


The Census Bureau’s February statistics on 
unemployment give cause for concern on two 
counts. They show a continuing, serious rise in 
joblessness and they show that accurate, depend- 
able statistics on employment—one of the in- 
dispensable tools of: a modern Government— 
are still lackitig *, . 

By any standard, unemployment is reaching 
the point where any further increases will de- 
mand a new attitude and strong action on the 
part of the Federal Government. 

According to the Censtis Bureau's new sample, 
3,671,000 persons are now looking for work. 
That is 5.7 per cent of the labor force—which 
begins to approach the’ 7 per cent postwar 
peak of February 1950. 

These figures do not include, moreover, per- 
sons temporarily laid off by plant shutdowns— 
persons who, though they expect to return to 
their jobs, are just as far from a paycheck now 
as those who have definitely been fired. 

In 1950, the national economy recovered after 
unemployment hit a peak of 4,468,000. It may 
well recover again. But some economists con- 
tend that, this time, recovery can be expected 
only with vigorous Goyernment action. At the 
very least, our Government should now be man- 
ning the pumps—getting ready to act if later 
reports confirm the need for action. 

If that much is elear, so also is it clear that 
something ought to be done to improve the 
quality of employment statistics.. The Census 
Bureau's new sample shows a 584,000 rise in 
unemployment between January and February, 
but the old sample shows a rise of 1,354,000— 
twice as much. By the new sample, non-farm 
employment went down 120,000; by the old 
sample, it went up 47,000; and by the Depart- 
ment of Labor's figures, it went down 300,000! 

Something is still very lacking in the statistics, 
A Government cannot plan for prosperity with- 
out sound information any more than an army 
can plan a battle without sound intelligence, 
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Report on Mental Diseases 

If the states—Missouril included—hope some- 
time to check the rising cost of mental iliness, 
they will have to spend more money now. That 
was established by representatives of 46 of the 
states last month in Detroit at the National Gov- 
ernors’ Conference on Mental Health. 

Ten Governors personally joined in the dis- 
cussions of several hundred psychiatrists and 
social workers. Perhaps they did not have to 
be told that 70 per cent of the patients in public 
hospitals are mental cases. About 9,000,000 
Americans, or One in every 17, are victims of 
mental diseases. Forty per cent of the beds for 
mental patients are in obsolete hospitals. And 
the cost of maintaining hospitals for long-term 
patients alone runs to $635,000,000 a year. Total 
cost is about a billion dollars. 

Even so, the mentally sick are getting little 
more than custodial care. Available medical 
knowledge is not being used to the full, Wages 
are too low to attract enough properly trained 
doctors and nurses. Not nearly enough money is 
being devoted to research and —prevention. 

Some states, neighboring Kansas and Illinois 
among them, have improved their care of the 
mentally sick, but not Missouri—even though 
now aware of the need, Gov. Donnelly has just 
been asked for a survey of mental hospitals by 
the Rev. William K. Russell, mental hygiene 
chairman of the Missouri Diocese of the Episco- 
pal Church. ‘ 


We Americans do respond to appeals for help . 


against polio, tuberculosis, heart ailments, mus- 
cular dystrophy and many another disease. And 
we pay the bill for mental patients, even if we 
do rather hopelessly consign almost all of them 
to public hospitals—97.5 per cent of mental 
cases are so hospitalized. Perhaps this is due to 
the all too prevalent belief that hospitalization 
probably is for fife, It may be if unaccompanied . 
by expert treatment, Not enough of us know 


how many cures are possible, how many patients 
can be made self-sustaining. Respect for human 
dignity demands every effort to restore hapless 
humans to ways of normal living. This is a mat- 
ter for the conscience of the community, espe- 
clally in Missouri. If attention is kept on the 
subject, the next Legislature may get some- 
thing done.

‘Vice President Nixon is to be commended 
warmly on coming out against “reckless talk” 
and “questionable methods” in congressional in- 
vestigations. He is as right as he can possibly 
be in saying that “when we use unfair methods 
of fighting Communism we help destroy freedom 
itself.” He is also entirely right when he says 
that “violent controversies” are threatening 
President Eisenhower's legislative program. He 
speaks the soundest sense when he calls for an 
end to “fighting among ourselves about an issue 
that all Americans should be united on.” 

Yet all this does not add up to an answer to 
former Gov. Stevenson's description of the 
Republican party as “half McCarthy and half 
Eisenhower.” The independent voter who com- 
pares Mr. Stevenson's criticism of the Republi- 
can civil war, as damaging to the country at 
home and abroad, with Mr. Nixon’s “answer” is 
almost certain to conclude that Mr. Nixon went 
a long way toward confirming Mr. Stevenson. 

Actually Mr. Nixon's address was directed 
more at his own party—or should have been— 
than to the country. The Vice President did not 
need to solicit Mr. Stévenson’s support so much 
as he needs to obtain the backing of Republicans 
in Congress for the President’s program. 

As Vice President he presides over the Senate. 
No one of the 160,000,000 citizens in the coun- 
try should know better than he that the Demo- 
crats saved the day for Mr. Eisenhower time 
after time last year in the Senate when the Re- 
publicans let the White House down. If Mr. 
Nixon has forgotten that, it can hardly have 
slipped his mind that Democratic votes gave 
Mr. Eisenhower his victory in his battle with 
the Senate over the Bricker resolution to tie the 
President’s hand in foreign relations. 

The new week starts with news that not only 
proves the dissension, but requires a showdown 
as to who is telling the truth in the name-calling 
battle between the, McCarthy investigating com- 
mittee and the Department of the Army. Ob- 
viously both sides cannot be right. One side or 
the other has lied about the Schine “preferred 
treatment” case. 

The next investigation is not only not for 
Senator McCarthy to conduct. It is highly ques- 
tionable whether his investigating eommittee 
should have anything to do with it except to 
answer questions put by still another committee. 
Senators Mundt of South Dakota and Dirksen of 
Illinois, the next ranking Republicans, did their 
best to fix up the fight with Secretary Stevens 
at an earlier stage. Whether or not they are 
principals, they definitely are witnesses. There 
are questions for them to answer, too. 

Above all, these next hearings should be wide 
open to the public. There is no slightest 
question of national security. Atomic secrets are 
not involved or any other kind of secret mili- 
tary information. Senator McCarthy has made 
a specialty of television hearings at which he 
pilloried witnesses under oath. Now let him 
take the oath to tell the truth and answer be- 
fore the country! 
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The New Chancellor 

In accepting the’ chancellorship of Washington 
University, Ethan A. H, Shepley said he had 
felt that this important educational post should 
go to “a man from the academic world.” The 
answer to that is that an educator and an aca- 
demician are not necessarily the same thing. 

St. Louis knows Mr. Shepley’s record as an 
attorney and civic leader, as president of the 
corporation or governing body of the university 
from which he was graduated, and as acting 
chancellor in recent months. But perhaps the 
finest recommendation for him came from the 
faculty. Dr, Evarts A. Graham, head of the fac- 
ulty committee, reported “a most extraordinary 
unanimity of opinion for Mr. Shepley.” 

The test of an educator is, in the end, how 
much faith he has and inspires in his students 
and faculty, and how he serves the spirit of 
liberal studies and the seeking of truth. 

Higher education today faces grave outside 
pressures, Internally, it has been disturbed by 
emphasis on “practical” sciences at the expense 
of liberal arts, and the loss of teachers whose 


Salaries did not commend the academic life. On 


these points Mr. Shepley has spoken strongly 
for academic freedom. He hag stressed that pay 
increases are needed and “are particularly 
needed in the liberal arts departments.” 

The community will earnestly wish all success 
to the new chancellor on the Hill—and there is 
nothing academic about that.

The report of Stanford University scientists 
that men are 50 per cent smarter than women 
at solving really complicated problems sounds 
like a generalization with an exception, Capital 
E. No doubt men can work their way through 
mechanical mazes and mathematical puzzles, 
since that is their business, but there are more 
complex problems, In fact, one of the most 
complicated problems hereabouts and hereafter 
is man himself.

Economist-Senator urges President to revise his program so that 
consumers rather than investors and corporations benefit; says 
spending, not saving, should be stimulated at this point; recalls 
that ‘trickle down’ theory of prosperity failed \in ‘20s. 


From a Letter to President Eisenhower by Paul H. Douglas, 
Economist, U.S. Senator From Illinois 


Dear Mr, President: 

The purpose of this letter is to urge 
you to reconsider your tax proposals in 
the light of later clarifications in the 
economic picture. 


I believe, after careful reflection, that 
you will agree with me that increasing 
personal exemptions for income-tax 
purposes to $800, and drastic reductions 
in taxes on con- 
sumer goods (ex- 
cise tax) would be 
far more ‘just and 
stabilizing than the 
current administra- 
tion proposals 
which are pri; 
marily aimed to 
stimulate savings 
through tax reduc- 
tions to corpora- 
tions and to the 
upper income 
groups. 

I hope that, by 
now, you realize 
that my attempts 
during the past three months to alert 
the country on the need to be on guard 
against depression neither mark me as 
a prophet of doom and gloom, nor rep- 
resent any desire to talk the country 
into a depression.

Keeping Nation on Its Toes 


Perhaps it is true that my party would 
get more votes this fall if the country 
were to go into a depression. But, it 
seems obvious that if our motives were 
selfish and political, the course I would 
have followed would have been to re- 
main silent and let it happen. 


I would rather the Democratic party 
remain out of power perpetually than 
return to power in the wake of the 
mass misery of a great depression. 


So far as my being a prophet is con- 
cerned, I have not predicted a depres- 
sion. But I have, as emphatically as I 
could, tried to keep our nation on its 
toes and ready to act to stop a worsen- 
ing of the economic picture, 


A look at the present economic sit- 
uation indicates, in my judgment, that 
the time for action is here. At least we 
should take some initial effective steps 
to counteract the downward trend. 


While I believe we are in a very 
definite recession, I still do not predict 
a depression. We have erected many 
safety nets during the past 20 years to 
prevent the bottom from dropping out 
of the national economy. 


Increased Purchasing Power 


We have farm price supports,. mini. 
mum wages, unemployment compensa- 
tion, collective bargaining, social se- 
curity, assistance to the needy aged, 
blind and dependent children, insured 
savings de ts, and housing programs, 
to mention a few of these safeguards. 


But while they may very well cushion 
the heaviest impact of a depression such 
as the one which began 25 years ago, 
that is about as far as they can fo. 
They, by themselves, will not stop the 
economy from getting into a tight situa- 


Thus, I am urging you, as an immedi- 
ate step, to alter your tax proposals. I 


know t you are subjected to tremen- 
dous to grant the vast ma- 
jority of tax relief to business investors 
and in the upper income brackets 


generally. But what is needed as a 
stabilizing force in the economy is a 


tax policy to stimulate purchasing 
power.

I know it has been argued that stimu- 
lants to business and investors are what 
is needed to keep the economy up. It is 
argued that by giving such incentives, 
business will expand production and 
hence increase employment. But, under 
such a premise, who will buy the goods? 
Only adequate monetary purchasing 
power broadly distributed can do this. 


A reduction in taxes to the upper 
income groups and to corporations 
would probably stimulate savings. In 
normal times, savings are converted 
into investments and give each worker 
more capital with which to work. This 
in turn leads to increased productivity 
and to higher real wages. ‘ 


‘Trickle Up’ Theory as a Need 


But in times such as these while sav- 
ings may flow into banks, they do not 
flow out to the same degree in the form 
of actual investments’ since businesses 
are afraid to borrow and banks afraid 
to lend. With the large supply of idle 
industrial equipment on hand, business 
in general does not want to borrow to 
add to it. The savings therefore tend 
to be in large part sterilized and do not 
expand ,production and employment as 
they would in normal times. 

To prevent the recession from deep- 
ening into a depression, it is therefore, 
far better to stimulate consumption than 
Savings. 


The idea of giving tax relief only to 
business and investors as a stabilizing 
force is simply the old “trickle down” 
theory, or “what’s good for business is 
good for the country.” Such policies, 
followed in the ’20s, ended up with the 
greatest depression this nation ever had. 

What is necessary is.a “trickle up” 
theory, or “‘what’s good for the country 
is good for business.” If people have 
money to buy, business will have mar- 
kets and persons will have jobs. 


Equal to 8 Cents an Hour 
Let us consider a family of four— 


» husband, wife, and two children. In- 


creasing personal income tax exemp- 
tions by $200 would add total personal 
exemptions of $800. At the lowest tax 
rate of 20 per cent, this would mean tax 
savings of $160 a year, enough to buy a 
major appliance, or any one of several 
dozen of goods and services on the mar- 
ket, It would mean an increase of about 
8 cents an hour in take-home pay. 


Lower taxes on consumer goods, 
meanwhile, would leave more money for 
the purchase of other items and hence 
greater purchasing power. 


Therefore, I sincerely hope that you 
will see fit to advocate immediate in- 
creases of $200 in personal exemptions 
on individual income taxes and selective 
decreases in the excise taxes. | 


If you adopt these suggestions, I be- 
lieve Congress will enact them. There 
may be some opposition in the ranks of 
your own party, but we Democrats, I 
believe, will provide the force you need 
to enact such tax revisions, just as we 
have helped to provide the necessary 
support for the “main lines of your 
foreign policies,

Between Book Ends. 
Eliot on Pound <3 


LITERARY ESSAYS OF EZRA POUND, edited with 
an introduction by T. S$. Eliot. (New Directions, 
464 pgs., $6.) oad 
In making this selection, T. S, Eliot. 

aims to show that “Pound has said much 
about the art of writing ... that-is 
permanently valid and useful”; that 
“he said much that was peculiarly perti- 
nent to the needs of the time at which 
it was written’; and that. “he forced up, 
on our attention not only. individual 
authors, but whole areas of poetry, 
which no future criticism can afford to 
ignore.” 

To this end Eliot has culled material 
from four of Pound’s books which are 
now almost unobtainable, and added 
other essays never before published in 
book form. He has sorted the eSsays 
under three headings: “The Art of 
Poetry,” instructive writings with char- 
acteristic Poundian firmness: “The, Tra- 
dition,” excursions into authors fram 
Homer to Henry James, and “Contem- 
poraries,” including evaluations of 
Yeats, Frost, W. C. Williams and Eliot 
himself. . e- 

The result is a pleasing unity of ma- 
terial in each group, although this unity 
is gained by sacrificing over-all chrano- 
logical arrangement. One suspects, teo, 
that Pound would not have made. the 
same choices and grouping. He might 
have preferred to include only those 
writings having most practical value. to 
young authors, and it is not likely that 
he would have omitted his vital essay 
on French poets which appeared origi- 
nally in The Little Review. ms 


Because the question of Pound’s con- 
finement will undoubtedly come to the 
minds of many readers, it migh€: be 
well to point out that Eliot tactfully 
avoids the whole issue. In so -doitg, 
he gives ‘silent asent to Pound’s own 
statement that ‘one work of art is worth 
40 prefaces and as many apologiae.” 
Moreover, the issue is relevant only in 
a broad sense to the present selections. 


What is important is that Eliot suc- 
ceeds admirably in his stated purpose, 
The “Literary Essays” are the best rep- 
resentative selection available. Togeth- 
er with the same publisher’s recent 
“Translations” and inexpensive “Select- 
ed Poems,” they form a convenient: ap- 
proach to a study of Ezra Pound’s im- 
pact on our literature.

Narrow Base Bad Policy. | 


The unsoundness of the Dem- 
ocratic tax plan is that in the 
process of reducing taxes, it re- 
duces by more than 4,000,000 
the number of taxpayers. It is 
bad public policy to narrow the 
base of the visible tax system. 
Counting all the voters in the 
families who would be put out- 
side the income tax system, 
there would be a very large 
mass of people who would not 
have the direct personal experi- 
ence of having to pay for the 
costs of the government. 

It would be a great pity to 
create so large a number of vot- 
ers who do not share the tax 
experience of the rest of the 
country. Nor is it necessary to 
do this. Large and widely dis- 
tributed tax relief can be given 
by reducing the rate of income 
tak and reducing excise taxes. 

The President will have little 
hope of defeating the George 
proposal if he has to argue that 
the country cannot afford tax 
relief, or more tax relief than 
he is proposing, for the masses 
of the people. 


Up a Blind Alley. 


If he has to take that position, 
the President will be a man 
inhibited by an economic theory 
that, it is fair to say, is quite 
obsolete. It is held by no mod- 
ern economists, including his 
own official advisers, and by 
fewer and fewer of the financial 
leaders of the capitalist world. 

He must not let his affection- 
ate respect for the Treasury and 
the Bureau of the Budget, which 
are so amply justified on every 
other ground, lead him in this 
critical time up the blind alley 
of fiscal dogmatism. 

In a recession, and preferably 
at the first clear signs of it, 
there should be tax reductions 
to ‘replenish the purchasing 
power of the mass of the con- 


best judgment of his advisers on 


sumers and also additional in- 
centives to the investors. Experi- 
ence shows, I believe, that in a 
recession, a reduction of the 
rate of taxes is likely in the end 
to produce larger government 
revenues than the maintenance 
of the higher rate fixed during 
the boom. And the reverse we 
know from the hard experience 
after 1929—that the effort of 
trying to balance the budget 
when production is falling is al- 
most certain to make production 
fall still more, and so, to dimin- 
ish the yield of taxes, and thus 
to fail to balance the budget. 


Balance Economy First. 


The way to a balanced budget 
under present conditions is by 
restoring the balance of the 
economy and bringing the reces- 
sion to an end. 

It is clearly the time for the 
Administration to pass from the 
attitude of wait-and-see into 
firm and positive measures. That 
is not because the economic sit- 
uation is now ominous, or that it 
has suddenly taken a turn for 
the worse, or that a depression 
is now unavoidable or even prob- 
able. It is because the time to 
take preventive measures is 
when the symptoms, though 
plain and not imaginary, are not 
severe and critical. 

Whereas now, a little may be 
quite enough, the Administration 
—if it waits too long for more 
obvious symptoms—is running 
the risk of* being too late with 
too little. No serious harm can 
be done by taking precautions 
before one is absolutely certain 
that they are absolutely neces- 
sary. But to have failed to take 
them if they are necessary, 
could do much harm. »« 

We know clearly enough what 
are the first things that a situa- 
tion like this one calls for. As a 
matter of fact the Federal Re- 
serve and the Treasury have al- 
ready taken the fundamental 
preliminary step. They have re- 
versed the hard and tight money 
policy with which the Adminis- 
tration began a year ago—on 
the assumption that it was faced 


with the danger of an inflation- 


ary boom rather than with the 
beginnings of a post-war reces- 
sion. 


More Spending, Too? 


The second step is the one 
now before us, to give tax relief 
which will promote consumption 
and stimulate investment. It is 
not at all certain, however, that 
easy money and tax relief will 
be enough. For we know from 
experience that while monetary 
and fiscal measures can stop a 
boom, we cannot be sure that 
they are enough to reverse a re- 
cession. 

They are, as an economist said 
to me the other day, like a rope 
tied to a mule. You can use 
the rope to keep the mule from 
running away. But if you want 
the mule to go ahead, you will 
not persuade him to do so by 
pushing the rope. 

We must, therefore, keep our 
minds open and ,alert, and what 
is more, receptive to ideas of 
how to stimulate the investment 
of capital. It may well be that 
the Administration’s tax measure 
dealing with depreciation allow- 
ances, while right in principle, 
is too cautious. 

We should also ask ourselves 
whether this may not be the 
time when the. rate and the 
amount of public spending for 
defense, for highways, for pub- 
lic health and for public educa- 
tion, could be increased profit- 
ably.

JOHN J. POMPHREY 
GIVES VOICE RECITAL 


Artist Presentation Soloist 
Draws Large Audience at 
Wednesday Club.

A voice recital by John J. 
Pomphrey drew an almost capa- 
city audience yesterday to the 
Wednesday Club auditorium. A 
spokesman for the Artist Presen- 
tation Committee, sponsor of the 
event, said the recital had the 
heaviest advance sale of any in 
this series in the last couple of 
years. Regular attendance was 
swelled by a sizable delegation 
from the railroad office where 
the soloist is employed, This 
“claque” and the others were 
not disappointed. 

Pomphrey, a native St. Louis- 
an, is soloist with the St. Louis 
Cathedral Choir, has sung with 
the Municipal Opera chorus, 
Washington University Opera 
Workshop, and has made numer- 
ous solo appearances. He calls 
himself a bass-baritone, but on 
yesterday's program was a bet- 
ter bass than baritone. 

His singing had more than 
ordinary merit. Pomphrey has a 
fine natural voice, with good 
range and power, which has ob- 
viously had long and careful 
training without being spoiled 
in the process. Good musician- 
| ship was also apparent as he pro- 
ceeded through a program of 
early Italian songs, operatic 
arias, Schubert lieder, Irish and 
Negro folk songs. 

In the opening two Italian 
songs Pomphrey was noticeably 
tense, but began to relax and ex- 
hibit his ability to dramatize a 
song on Monteverdi's “Ahi, 
troppo e duro.” He reaffirmed 
the impression that he has an 
uncommonly pleasing voice and 
knows how to use it on the “Se 
Vuol Ballare” from Mozart's 
“The Marriage of Figaro” and 
the “Lacerato Spirito” of Verdi's 
“Simon Boccanegro.” He demon- 
strated that he knows how to 
keep the stream of tone well 
controlled in both power and 
brilliance. He can sing loud 
without shouting, can skillfully 
spin out a pianissimo. Chief 
shortcoming was an occasional 
lack of frankness in the baritone

3 Stars Back 


NEW YORK, March 15 (UP) 
—The coach of triumphant Holy 
Cross hailed his National Invi- 


tation Tournament champions 
today as “the greatest team in 
the nation” and predicted that, 
because three of its key play- 
ers are sophomores, it will be 
a court power again next sea- 
son. 

“We won the tournament, 
and we're the best team in the 
country, because the kids are 
so smart they can play four 
different offenses and many, 
many different defenses,” said 
elated Crusader Coach Lester 
(Buster) Sheary. 

“And remember’ Sheary 
pointed out, “three of my start- 
ers are only sophomores.” 

One of those sophs, baby- 
faced Center Tom Heinsohn, 
was “the boy who beat us,” ac- 
cording to Coach Donald (Du- 
dey) Moore of top-seeded Du- 
quesne, which was upset by the 
Crusaders in the thrilling finale 
Saturday night, 71-62. The 
others are outside shot Joe Lieb- 
ler and hard-driving Don Proho- 
vich. 

The two seniors on the Cru- 
sader first team were Togo Pa- 
lazzi, who was voted the tour- 
ney’s Most Valuable Player 
award as the bellwether of the 
Crusader attack with 77 points 
in three games, and Ron Perry, 
the brilliant playmaker who 
“runs the show” on the floor 
for the champs. 
Palazzi, a 


husky  six-four 
on the floor, said after accepting 
his trophy that he is “definitely 
interested” in playing profes- 
sional basketball and expected 
to appear next season with the 
Boston Celtics because “they 
have the territorial rights to 
me.” 

Despite. Palazzi’s brilliance, 
Coach Moore of Duquesne was 
emphatic that Heinsohn “won” 
the final game for the Crusaders. 
Told that Sheary had called the 
six-six center “‘the best sopho- 
more in the country,” Moore 
said, “I'll go further than that— 
he’s one of the very best play- 
ers in the country regardless of 
what year they’re in.” 

“The margin by which Hein- 
sohn outplayed our center, Jim 
Tucker, spinning around him for 
shots, and rebounding, was the 
difference in the game,” said 
Moore. “I wanted to switch Dick 
Ricketts to guard Heinsohn, but 
Dick had too many fouls on 
him.” 

At one time late in the game, 
Heinsohn whirled around Tuck- 
r for a basket. Tucker turned 
to Ricketts and said; “Why 
didn’t you pick him up?” Rick- 
etts replied, “I can’t —-I have 
four fouls.” 

Sheary revealed that this crip- 
pling by fouls of Duquesne’s de- 
fense—the best in the nation, 
according to N.C.A.A. figures— 
was the planned result of “our 
hard driving against Tucker and 
Ricketts during the first half. 
After they were weakened by 
fouls, we switched our attack 
and brought it in from the side 
to open their defense up.”

The burglars cornered in the 
boudoir of Princess Ghika, 
bolted the door, set fire to the 
room and shot themselves with 
their last bullets.

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End of an Era ‘ 


Pioneer FM Station 
Goes Off the Air

NEW YORK, Match 15. 
ADIO STATION KE2XCC closed down last 
March 6. And that ends an era. KE2XCC at 
Alpine, N.J., (hereinafter referred to as the 
Alpine station), was the first frequency modula- 
| tion station in this 
country.

OF COURSE, these days, when we have Hi-Fi 
and FM sound transmission on every television 
set, this is all old hat. But it wasn’t old hat in 
1938 when this belligerent genius built the Al- 
pine station. I remember a demonstration Arm- 
strong ran at Alpine in those days. He invited a 
lot of newspaper men out and lined them up 
face to the wall. Then he poured a tumbler of 
water from one glass to the other. A second or 
two later the Alpine station broadcast the sound 
of a tumbler of water being poured from one 
glass to the other. 

Armstrong defied the newspaper men to tell 
one sound from the other—the broadcast from 
the real. Now there is conceivably no more deli- 
cate sound on earth than the splash of water 
passing from one glass to another. But the dif- 
ference was undetectable.

ARMSTRONG WAS forever scaring people 
with his magnificent and terrible inventiveness. 
When he was in the Signal Corps in the first 
World War, he invented the superhetrodyne 
without which modern radio wouldn’t be possi- 
ble. He sold this and another invention and 
bought RCA stock which made him rich. 

But he was forever quarreling with RCA over 
the use of his inventions and forever suing them, 
s0 he sold his stock. He was one inventor who 
did not live in a garret. Or anyway, it was a ter- 
ribly luxurous garret. He used to live in River 
House which, before it was remodeled, was one 
of the citadels of the very rich and the only 
apartment building 1 know with its own yacht 
basin. 

He took me on a tour once years ago through 
what seemed like an acre of corridors in this 
apartment. But where you expected to find li- 
braries or guest rooms, every chamber was piled 
with electronic equipment that he was forever 
fiddling with. 
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ALPINE SPENT about $1,000,000 broadcasting 
good music which was relished by many resi- 
dents in and around metropolitan New York. 
But it wasn’t the music that interested Arm- 
strong. Alpine started and ended its days as an 
experimental station. The station and Armstrong 
endlessly experimented with new transmitters, 
new uses of FM (it was at Alpine that the Army, 
and later the Navy and the Marines, decided to 
adopt FM for mobile communications), for the 
propagation Of ultra-short waves, new ways of re- 
laying radio signals, and most recently the trans- 
mission of two programs on the same channel. 

His was a restless genius, Armstrong’s, peren- 
nially dissatisfied with things as they are. And 
when he plunged to his death Feb. 1, the world 
lost one of the great theoretical minds of our 


generation.

Sometimes it seems a shame that there are 
eyeglass cases and that the eyeglasses are not 
allowed to take their chances unprotected. But 
since eyeglass cases exist it is too bad they are 
not welded to the eyeglasses so that whenever 
lost in combination both will be found at the 
same time.

Wobbly Furniture, 


OR years and years people 
have been sawing away at the 
legs of tables and chairs in 
the hope that if they saw long 
enough and hard enough the 
item in question will stop wob- 
bling. Well, in most cases it 


isn’t the legs that are uneven 
but the floor upon which the 
legs rest, so put away the saw 
before you get into trouble. 


A good way to deal with 
wobbly furniture is to get some- 
one to hold it perfectly level and 
then measure from the end of 
the leg to the floor to see ex- 
actly how much has to be added 
to the leg to make the piece of 
furniture set level. If the dis- 
tance isn’t too great, spread 
some wax paper on the floor 
and put some plastic wood on it. 
Set the leg into the plastic wood 
and let it harden. When the 
plastic wood is hard, trim it 
dewn with a knife and smooth 
with sandpaper. 

If you've got quite a distance 
to cover, it’s best to use a block 
of hardwood. Try to get some 
of the same wood as the leg is 
made with and cut it down to 
the approximate size of the leg. 
You can glue the block into 
place but we prefer a single 
wood screw. If you use glue, 
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ce 


you'll never be able to get the 
block off easily should you move 


the piece of furniture to some 
other spot on the floor that 
might be level. With a screw, 
however, it’s a simple matter to 
take it out. 

Sometimes the leg in question 
is fitted with a castor and what 
you can do here is to push some 
steel wool into the hole where 
the castor fits to bring it out 
just far enough to remove the 
wobble.

Drinking at College

6 6 JUST hate to think what will happen when Dorothy 
| gets to college next year,” a mother writes. “All 
that drinking that goes on in the colleges! It’s im- 
portant for her to have a college education, and I’m in 
favor of it educationally. But socially I just don’t know. 
They’re so wild in college!” 

This, in one form or another, is a more common com- 
plaint of parents of high school students than you might 
think. : 

Many of those who do the worrying go on to add, “Of 
course, we don’t drink here at home, and of course she 
never has done any drinking. But even though she’s an 
awfully good reliable girl, I’m afraid that all those bad 
influences will be too much for her.” 


xk * 

FOR ANY PARENT who has this worry, we would 
recommend that you consult Straus and Bacon’s “Drinking 
in College” (Yale University Press). This scholarly, and 
certainly far from lively, discussion of an important topic 
May reassure you and make you worry less. (Or it may 
shock and discourage you. It depends on what you had 
believed to begin with.) 

Though the authors are extremely cautious about 
drawing any generalizations and present much of their data 
in tabular form, we can report a few general conclusions. 

Reporting on the drinking behavior of students from 
26 selected colleges, they found that the male students who 
had at one time or another consumed alcoholic beverages 
ranged from a high of 98 per cent at some colleges to a low 
of 55 per cent at others. Women students showed an even 
greater range, from a high of 95 per cent to a low of 20 
per cent. 

However, of those who drink, fewer than a fifth of the 
men and fewer than a tenth of the women drink more 
than once a week.

STUDENT DRINKING is considered by these writers 
as primarily a social phenomenon, a custom. It varies, for 
instance (in this population of students), with family in- 
come, More students of high income families drink than 
of low income families.'
